WASHINGTON ffl—The government get* another oppor- 


tunity tomorrow to offset objections by Seneca Indians to pro- 
posed construction of an 111 million dollar flood control dam at 
Kinzua, Pa. 


The date Is the deadline for the Justice Department's reply 


to a brief filed by the Seneca» in the U. S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals for the District of Columbia. 


The government's answer is expected to say that congress' 


intent in approving construction of the dam is clear, and that 
no special legislation is needed to give the long-awaited project 
the go-ahead. A court hearing is not expected for some weeks. 


• Edward E. O'Neill, counsel 
for the Senecas, said in a lower 
court, and in hi* brief 
filed 


with the appeals court on Aug. 
15. that a special act of con- 
gresa is needed to supercede a 
1794 treaty with the Indians 
giving them permanent rights 
to their reservations along the 
upper Allegheny River in New 
York just across the Pennsyl- 
vania border. 


Although the dam would be 


built some 12 miles below the 
border its reservoir would inun- 
date a considerable portion of zlie 
Senecas' tribal lands. 


O'Neill said the Senecas do not 


question the authority of Con- 
gress to exercise the right of emi- 
nent domain over tribal lands and 
take them, after fair compensa- 
tion, for public improvements. 


But in his most recent brief he 


said "there has been a lack of 
exercise of this authority" in the 
case and the Senecas cannot be 
halted from calling upon Congress 
for this authority. 


The appeal was filed after U.S. 


District Judge Joseph C. McGar- 
raghy on March 24 rejected 1he 
Senecas' request for an injunction 
to halt construction of the dam, 
last in a network of large flood 
control projects in the Western 
Pennsylvania-Ohio area. 


The project wai conceived in 


1936 following disastrous floods 
that took many lives and caused 
extensive property damage along 
the Allegheny River. 


The Senecas suggest adoption 


of an alternative flood control 
p r o j e c t involving diversion of 
flood waters from the Allegheny 
into Lake Erie. 


The proposed Kinzua Dam be- 


came a matter of concern to the 
Senecas when funds to begin ac- 
tual construction wert first ap- 
proved in 1957. 


This year another one million 


dollar appropriation was approved 
by Congress and the White House. 
The new money, however, must 
be held in abeyance pending out- 
corn* of the Senecas' court ap- 
peal. O'Neill ha» said he will 
tafce the matter to the U.S. Su- 
preme Court if he loses the cur-

As he dragged Miss Schneider 


toward his car, the gunman 
turned and said: "Thanks for the 
money. Sorry I busted up your 
car. I want the blonde to come 
with me." 


Sheriff Ray Scheerer and more 


than a score of deputies searched 
the northern Colorado area in pa- 
trol cars during the night, but 
turned up no lead to the missing 
girl and her captor. 


The 
kidnaping occurred 
at 


Horsetooth Reservoir four miles 
southwest of Fort Collins. Miss 
Schneider's 
companions rushed 


two miles to telephone officers. 


Sheriff Ray Scheerer said indi- 


cations are that the crew-cut gun- 
man is extremely accurate with 
the high-powered rifle which he 
carries.

Of Unusual Accident While 
Piloting Model Airplane

model airplane on the farm of 
James Keller, n e a r Akeley, 
about five o'clock Sunday after- 
noon.

Victim of the freak tragedy 


was Roger Clyde Swanson, son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Clyde F. Swan- t 
son, RD 2, Akeley, Who cele- ; 
brated his 23rd birthday anni- 
versary Saturday. 


According to information giv- 


en Coroner Ed Lowrey and 
Sheriff L. E. Lander, who join- 
ed in the investigation, young 
Swanson, in company with a 
couple of neighbors, James Kel- 
ler and Laverne Durllng, young 
men about his own age, was 
flying the plane with the use of 
a hand-controlled wire purchas- 
ed recently in Jamestown. The 
two strands of thin metal wire 
were attached to a grip held 
in the hand, with portions of 
the anchor w i r e s extending 
through the back of the plastic 
holder. Without warning the 
plane glided into a high power- 
ed line carrying^ 7,200 volts, 
serving customers of the REA. 


Swanson was knocked to the 


ground, according to Keller and 
Burling, but managed to get to 
his feet in a dazed and stagger- 
ing condition. When they sug- 
gested he needed medical help, 
he collapsed, and fell to the 
ground again. Help was sum- 
moned and the Russell ambu- 
lance responded with a physi- 
cian from that place. The in- 
halator was used for some time 
before the victim was 
pro- 


nounced dead. It is believed he 
died instantly when he fell to 
tha ground the second time. 
Only injury sustained in the 
accident was a burn mark in 
the flesh between the right 
thumb and hand, where he was 
holding onto the plastic grip. 


Officials report that the 


ground w h e r a Swanson was 
standing at the time was quite 
damp from recent rains, which 
probably contributed to the 
force of the shock from the 
high voltage wire. 


Young Swanson was born 


September 6, 193^, on the farm 
where he resided all his life. 
Since graduating with the class 
of 1954 in Warren High he has 
been employed at the Marlin- 
Rockwell plant In Jamestown. 
He served an enlistment with 
the Aviation Reserves, and was 
a member of the Wiltsie Com- 
munity church. Besides his pa- 
rents he is s u r v i v e d by a 
brother Gerald and his grand- 
mother, Mrs. Fannie Swanson, 
Akeley. 


Funeral services will be held 


Wednesday afternoon at two 
o'clock, with tha Rev. Wayne 
Ostrander officiating, and in- 
terment following in Pine Grove 
cemetery.

Highway Dep't 
Is Busy Paying 
Off Land Owners 


HARRISBURG (AP)—The State 


Highways Department disclosed 
today it is handling 700 right-of- 
way claims a month under a 
speeded-up program of paying off 
property owners affected by road 
construction. 


The biggest feature of the ac- 


celeration program provides for 
paying off 75 per cent of the 
claims immediately, with the re- 
mainder held up until differences 
are settled. 


Chief Counsel John R. Rezzolla 


said more than 7,000 claims would 
be handled in 1958 compared to 
5,000 last year and only 3,200 the 
year before. 


"We're moving as fast as condi- 


tions will allow," he told a news- 
man. "Actually, our new program 
is paying off property owners in a 
matter of weeks when before it 
was a matter of months or years." 


Rezzolla was asked about recent 


criticism by Rep. Albert W. John- 
son, House Republican flood lead- 
er, that property damage checks 
were delayed for road construction 
near Stroudsburg this year. 


The highway attorney acknowl- 


edged the delay and blamed it on 
an error at a lower administrative 
lelve. When it was discovered, he 
said, the department set up a 
special, task force to clean up the 
claims on an expedited basis.

A different 
colored card is used for each type and RH factor 
(positive or negative), which helps to save those 
precious minutes which may mean life or death. 


Emergencies such as last Saturday night don't 


happen every day but a check with Red Cross 
officials shows that no less than sixteen live 
donors were sent to the hospital during the month 
of July alone. As we *all know, the Red Cross 
supplies all the facilities for making the blood 
available when needed at no cost, but they can- 
not supply the blood. You can. Let's keep the 
supply available which reminds us that the 
Bloodmobile will be in Sheffield on Wednesday, 
September 10.

The Social Security Amend- 


ments of 1958 will provide in- 
creased monthly payments to 
about 18,000 people in Chautau- 
qua County, N. Y., and Warren 
County, beginning 
with the 


checks which are due early in 
February 1959, according to 
Chester R. Norman, social secur- 
ity district manager in James- 
town, N. T. The amount of the 
increase will be about 7 percent, 
although the increase in some 
checks will ba slightly more 
than 7 percent and it will be 
slightly less than 7 percent in 
some others. 


People who are getting social 


security payments do not need 
to apply for the increase. 
It 


will be automatically added to 
the checks for January, which 
will be mailed out early In Feb- 
ruary. 


Under other changes made by 


tha law, social security bene- 
fits will become payable to a 
number of people not previously 
eligible for payments. 
They 


must, however, apply to their 
social ^security offices before 
payments can start. Among the 
group now eligible because of 
the amendments are: 


1. Dependents of people who 


are 50 or over are now getting 
disability benefits (children un- 
der 18 or disabled; a wife of 
any age who has a child in her 
care who is entitled to benefits; 
a wife 6?. or over; or a depend- 
ent husband 65 or over). 


2. Disabled people 50 or over 


who could not qualify for bene- 
fits under the law because they 
did not have as much as 1% 
years of work in the 3 years 
before they were disabled. 
(A 


total of at least 5 years of work 
under the law is still required.) 


3. Dependent parents whose 


son or daughter died after 1939 
and who can not qualify for 
benefits under the old law be- 
cause the son or daughter left 
a widow, widower, or child. 


•4. Adopted children whose 


adopting parents began receiv- 
ing retirement 
benefits less 


than 3 years after the adoption. 
In many cases this provision 
will also make possible pay- 
ments to the mother of the 
adopted child.) 


5. A person receiving benefits 


who marries another person also 
receiving benefits can continue 
to receive monthly checks, or 
can become eligible as a depen- 
jient of the' new husband or 
wife without waiting 3 years.

wan, the United States h»s advanced nearly 1 •*"• billion dollars in' 
economic aid loans and grants. To this must be added unreported 
hundreds of millions in military assistance and support. 


In another even costlier venture of the same sort, the United 


States has spent 1.8 billion dollars and sustained 142,000 casualties. 
to defend the Republic of South Korea, contribute to its rehabili- 
.tatioh and future security. 


No American troopi were involved, but the United States hat 


spent another billion dollars in Indo-China lor its economic sur- 
vival and defense against Communist aggression. 


Neither the Korean nor Indo-Chinese wars were won by either 


side and they settled nothing, so what did the United States get out 
of the more than four billion dollars it has invested in Korea, Indo- 
China and Taiwan since 1945? 


THE ORVIOUS ANSWER given to that question is that any. such 


capitulation would have been a worse surrender than the one which - 
.PresidentjEisenhower and the Congressional leaders bawled out th« 
Pentagon brass for reportedly planning. 


For the United States to give up', in Vietnam, Korea, or Taiwan 


now would mean giving up next.on the Philippines, and then on 
Japan, into which another;lour billions have'gone.

Date of Interest About Two 
Islands Oii China Mainland 


By SPENCER MOOSA 


TAIPEI, Formosa (AP) — The 


two Far Eastern islands now at 
the center of world tension—For- 
mosa and its outpost Quemoy— 
are about the size of Massachu- 
setts, Connecticut and. Rhode Is- 
land combined. 


They contain a few million more 


people than those states. Formosa 
has a population exceeding 10 mil- 
lion, including an estimated 200,- 
000 Chinese Nationalist soldiers. 
Quemoy is home for some 47,000 
fanners and fishermen and the 
base of some 75,000 troops. 


The troops are trained by U.S. 


military advisers, equipped with 
American weapons and well of- 
ficered. The basis of Nationalist 
President Chiang Kai-shek's army 
is the men who followed him to 
Formosa in 1949 when he lost 
mainland China to the Commu- 
nists. But those men have grown 
older now and the average age of 
the army actually is lower be- 


cause of replacement recruiting 
from residents. 


The population on both Formosa 


and 
Quemoy 
appears always 


ready to celebrate Nationalist 
successes. There has been natural 
uneasiness over the Quemoy sit- 
uation, but Communist surrender- 
or-die .threats have met only 
fiance. 


Formosa's capital city is Taipei. 


Other major cities are Keelung, 
the seaport for Taipei at the 
Jiorthern end of the 240-mile-long 
island, and Kaohsiung on 
Jihe 


southwest coast. 


Portuguese navigators in the 


16th century gave the island its 
name 
of 
Formosa, meaning 


"beautiful." The Chinese name of 
Taiwan means "terraced bay."

•land of 50 square miles, lies 120 
miles'West of Formosa and with- 
in 5 miles of the Communist 
Mainland. Its name in Chinese is 
Kinmen, meaning "golden gate."

Worker Revived 
After Electric 
Shock Succumbs 


TUSCUMBIA, Ala. (AP) — Joe 


Hubbert, ZL, who was brough 
back to life after apparently being 
dead for 28 minutes Thursday 
died Saturday. 


The young construction worker 


received a 7,000-volt electric shock 
when a power winch truck with 
which he was working came in 
contact with a high tension line 


The physician who launched the 


zmergency effort that brough' 
Hubbert b a c k from apparen 
death was at his side when he 
died. 
Dr. John Mims said it appearec 


that brain damage due to lack of 
oxygen caused the death of Hub- 
bert 
Mims was summoned to pro- 


nounce Hubbert dead when he was 
brought to the Colbert County Hos- 
pital But because he was young 
and the nature of the accident, he 
decided to fight for his life. 


Mims and three other doctor: 


went to work. Surgeons opene< 
Hubbert's chest and massaged his 
heart An internist administered 
stimulating drugs. An anestheolo- 
gist breathed air into his lungs 


Friday Hubbert responded to
